Survivors Land 
On Brazil Coast 


RIO DE JANEIRO, May 27 (UP). 
—Press dispatches from Pernambuco 
said today that 22 survivors of a 
German submarine have arrived on 
the island of Fernando Noronha, off 
Brazil's northeastern coast.

During the last twenty-four hours the headlines of the news. 
papers have been oscillating between extreme pessimism and un- 
warranted optimism as far as the battle of Kharkov is concerned 
Neither treatment is borne out by th facts. 

Marshal Timoshenko is consolidating positions won before 
Kharkov on Monday and is stabbing here and there, feeling out 
German weak spots. 

On the left flank, at the loop of the Donetz, General von 
Schwedler attacks are being held and it would seem that a 
Soviet spearhead is knifing into his bulge from the north-west. 
No authentic geographical data are available and all tactical 
speculations are idle. This is another one of those periods when 
the best thing is to await developments and then only evaluate 
them. 

From the way the German “commentators” have been be- 
having during the last forty-eight hours, we can expect the 
familiar fanfares and drums and the announcement that severe! 
hundred thousand Soviet troops have been “annihilated.” Ho- 
hum!... 

The facts in the matter are that the Germans are far from 
cracking and Fieldmarshal von Bock is far from having thrown 
in “his all.” The German strategic reserves (those of the High 
Command) have hardly been thrown in yet, either. Neither 


have all the German Panzer divisions been trundled out. 


At the same time it is clear that the German hammer-blows 
so far have had no strategic success. The initiative remains with 
Timoshenko. The Schwedler attack near Izyum is distinctly a 
counter-attack and it is perfectly natural for Timoshenko to 
remain on the defensive there. His strategy is directed probabiy 
at Krasnograd and Lozovaya. 

Looking at the situation from the larger point of view, we 
must understand clearly that the maig objective of Timoshenko: 
offensive—that of upsetting German #plans—has been achieved 
The results of this cannot yet be appraised. They will tell, maybe 
only at the end of the summer campaign. Just as Timoshenko’s 
action at Smolensk in August-September had its repercussions 
at Moscow in December. 

= * *

® High-ranking American Army officials, in- 
cluding the Chief of the U. S. Army Air 
Corps, have arrived in London. 

They are due to confer with Churchill and 
Lord Mountbatten, leader of the commandos. 

Fervently do millions of people hope that 
this augurs the opening of a Western Front 
against Hitler in Europe. How many 
millions? Well, the entire population of 
Britain, the people of France, and Norway, 
and all of occupied Europe. 

And, also, ever-growing millions in the 
United States. 

Propagandists which can find a million 
reasons to protect Hitler from a two-front 
war make much of the “impossibility of 
shipping an invading army“ into Europe. 

But these propagandists deliborctely gloss 
over the difference between crossing the 
_English Channel and crossing the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

The United Nations have every single 
material equipment necessary to cross the 
Channel, 

ritain has air superiority over the Nazis; 
Churchill admitted as much. She has all 
needed armaments; Beaverbrook said as 
much. She has men—almost five million 
under arms. 

As for us, we have proved that we can 
get an AEF past Hitler’s U-boats, even in 
the Atlantic. We have scores, hundreds, of 
vessels which could be used for ocean trans- 
port which are now being wasted on coast- 
wise commerce. We are outproducing the

Nazis; we have a rapidly growing Army. 

The English Channel could be surely and 
irresistibly crossed with the aid of barges 
drawn by tugs and motor-vessels; by large 
scale air transports pulling gliders loaded 
with parachute troops. — 

Major General Hanson Ely of the U. 8. 
Army said yesterday: 

“We are constructing gliders that can 
land fifty men of an invading force. One 
plane pulls three or four gliders, and in a 
short time we can land an invasion army of 
100,000 men.” 

In this manner, a vast army can be landed 
on the coasts of Europe with the greatest 
speed. All Europe would burst into flame 
against the Axis as soon as such a United 
Nations army landed and opened a Western 
Front against Hitler. The Nazis can be 
crushed in 1942. Hitler couldn’t last long 
against a two-front attack. 

American labor is grasping this truth. 
It is beginning to fight in earnest for a vie- 
tory in 1942. 

The recent Steelworkers convention urged 
a Western Front to finish the war in 1942. 
Labor leaders, like Reid Robinson of the 
smelter workers, and A. F. Whitney of the 
railroad workers, have this week urged a 
Western Front.

They should lose no time in joining the

To U.S.S.R.--A Wise Move 


The new lease-lend agreement which the 
United States has just offered to the Soviet 
Government is of great importance. It 
means that America’s relations with the So- 
viet Union are growing in firmness to the 


| chagrin of the enemies of both great powers. 


It means, no doubt, a stepping-up of the 
joint war efforts of the United Nations. 

Up to now, the billion-dollar lease-lend aid 
‘which we have granted to the Soviet Union 
was to be paid back strictly in cash or goods. 
The new proposals of Roosevelt would 


bring our lease-lend relation with the Soviet 


Union in line with our British agreement. 

That is, the repayment clauses are far 
more reasonable, and can be even cancelled 
on the basis of “benefits” received. And 
what greater benefit has ever been r- 
formed for the United States than the Red 
Army’s halting of the Axis world offensive 
which was sweeping onward toward Britain 
and America? a 

Every American who reads of this pro- 
posed improvement in economic relations 
with our Soviet ally will naturally hope and 
expect that this fine cooperation will be 
speedily extended to include all other mat- 
ters, military collaboration especially. 


The time is surely here when the United 
States ought to establish a full, detailed 
military alliance with the Soviet Union. Such 
an American-Soviet alliance would hasten 
our victory over the Axis. 

The beneficial results of the new lease- 
lend agreement can be seen from the fact 
that the Axis’ friends in America-don't like 
it. The defeatist press is either squawking, 
or else giving out ominous hints that Roose- 
velt had to make this deal with the “erring 
child” known as the Soviet Union, and to 
persuade the USSR to support a post-war 
system of mutual commerce. 

This is all infantile bunk. The Soviet 
Union has been always in the forefront in 
seekipg peaceful world collaboration of every 
kinch among the nations. It has energetically 
sought economic, social, cultural and po- 
litikal cooperation at every opportunity, and 


in the face of shortsighted, scheming resist- 
ance, ‘ 


Every step toward complete collaboration 
with the Soviet people, which is ‘proving its 
mettle in the fire of battle, is a distinct 
benefit to America. Let’s make it a com- 
plete alliance.

WITH THE RED ARMY AT 
THE KHARKOV FRONT, May 27. 
~—Day was drawing to a close 
when we reached the scene of bat- 
tle. Throughout the journey we 
heard stories about General 
Rodimtsev’s Guard units. We 
heard the name of Sapper Lieu- 
tenart Solodky. It was early 
morning preceding the attaek 
when the Guardsmen were prepar- 
ing for the attack as if it were a 
holiday—shaved and brushed their 
clothes again and again, inspected 
their arms. Lieutenant Solodky 
with a platoon of sappers was de- 
tailed to demine the field and clear 
the way for the tanks. 

This was in No Man’s Land, ter- 
ritory under fire from both sides. 
Creeping through the field, Solod- 
ky’s sappers had already rendered 
80 mines harmless. The sun rose 
to the accompaniment of cannon 
fire. A signal rocket soared sky- 
wards. The tanks appeared from 
the forest heading for the field 
where Solodky was at work, his 
face covered with mud and beads 
of perspiration. 

Seeing that the Soviet tanks 
headed for a sector not yet de- 
mined, Solodky rose to warn them 
of the danger. German subma- 
chine gumners immediately opened 
fire on him. Solodky kept on 
shouting to the Soviet tankmen. 
But who can hear the human voice 
in a field where the ground is 
quaking to the roar of war, in 2 
plain where steel and lead hold 
sway? Running under fire, the 
Lieutenant signalled with his hand. 
No one saw him. He racked his 
brains in search of a way out and 
suddenly produced a packet from 
his first aid kit. 


WARNED ON TIME 


» “The Lieutenant is wounded,” e 
claimed one of the sappers. 
Solodky kept running through, the 
field waving the white bandage. It 
was a good thing the field was 
covered with the first shoots of 
grass or else who would see the 
white pandage against a snow 
background? He continued to run 
past the enemy trenches unrolling 
the white bandage. He was mor- 
tally wounded but the tankmen no- 
ticed the bandage. They understood 
what the Lieutenant’s last signal 
meant, evaded the danger zone and 
turned to a demmed sector. | 

To this day they cherish the 
memory of Lieutenant Solodky as 
great and dear to them. 

Rodimtsev’s Guardsmen launch- 
ed the attack. They pierced the 
German defenses, fought through 
the fire from the fascist positions 
and after overwhelming the enemy 
infantry, captured all guns of a 
German artillery regiment and 
came to grips with the counter- 
attacking tanks. The battle in prog- 
ress was far in ad of the 
Soviet initial positions. were 
neither dugouts nor reliable cover. 
It was all open field, hills and hol- 
lows. More than 100 enemy tanks 


its appearance on the battlefields 
near Kharkov in the month of May. 
In the past half of Europe trembled 
before Hitler’s tanks. Today the 
anti-tank rifle in the hands of the 
Red Armymen is terror to the Ger- 
man tank. But there are also anti- 
tank cannon bottles with inflam- 
mable liquid, anti-tank grenades 
and most important, the men who 
master these weapons. Above all, 
these men are able to control them- 
selves, thelr nerves, their will to 
reason. They throw a grenade point 
blank from a distance of 15 meters. 


SCHOOL OF VICTORY 


This grim school is a school of 
victory. Experienced commanders 
say that in eleven months of war 


they have never seen anything like 
the battles now raging on the Khar- 
kov direction, 


In an attempt to prevent the 
complete rout of their troops, the 
Germans brought all available forces 
into action, primarily tanks and 
aircraft. From dawn until dysk, the 
air was rent asunder by the roar 
of motors. A German tank divi ion 
transferred from France attacked 
Rodimtsev’s sector, It had as its 
task to retain or free important 
support points, free a village block- 
adec by the Red Army and hurl 
back the Soviet troops to the east- 
ern bank of the river. 

All night long the 
were concentrating on po- 
sitions. In the morning 50 tanks 
hurled themselves on positions held 
by the Soviet Guardsmen. Another 
group of 40 tanks was dispatched 
to penetrate the Soviet rear. The 
remaining tanks of the German di- 
vision were kept in reserve. The 
orders of the German Command 
were shaped, as it were, last sum- 
mer blunt confidence in the su- 
periority of their arms and tactics,

The very hard hitting dynamic will to victory in com- 
petitive sports is part of our national heritage and national 
makeup, as the Nazis will discover when we get together with 
our Allies to unleash that Joe Louis knockout punch on a 
Second Front.
